Every abnormal phenomenon is treated 
nowadays from the standpoint of pathology + 
naughtinoss in the child and drankenngss 
in the adult are alike regarded as, ina way, 
manifestations of disease, Now comes 
French physician, Dr J. Matignon, who 
asserts that the Boxers are nothing moro 
than hysterical patients, ond that this 
«Hacase ia one to which the Chincso, despite 
their proverbial calmness, are particularly 
prone. . Dr Matignon first calls our atten- 
tion to the fact thut most writers on Chi- 
nese subjects have contented : thomselyes 


with very superficial nbsorvation. It is his 
opinion that hyatorin is vory widespread, in 
China, notwithstanding the dictam ‘of the 
average traveller that the-race_is-patient, 
calm, and phlegmatic. The Chiucas, he 
says. are children, from the Emperor down; 
they oro marked especially by naivetd, 
credulity, and suggestibility, and also by 
impulsiveness, though one would not suspect. 
this at first sight. Other characteristics 
are vorsatility of character, complete 
absence of precise ideas, and comparative 
ingensibility to bodily pain. The author 
goes on to say: 

‘These mental and badily phenomena 
have Jong made mo suspect that hysteria 
was cominon in China. In the beginning 
vf the spring of 1900 I undertovk an 
invostigation on tho subject. : 
More than three hundred subjects were 
examined, and [ propesed to extend my 
researches to three or four thousand cases. 
Tho serious events at Peking not only put 
antop to my studies but caused my notes 
to'disappear. The resulta that are at my 
disposal aro therefore more in the nature of 
impressions and recollections than of precise 
statistical documenta. .My impression— 
which is shared by numbers of my fellow 
physicians who have practised in Chinn—is 
that nervous disenge Is extremely common 
awong the Celestials, . The fact 
that hysteria exists, and that wo cau easily 
find ite chief symptoms throughout a great 
part of the population, seeins to me to have 
nm certain importance and throws a now 
light on sume phases of the moral history 
of the famous Boxera who have spread 
firo and sword over the north of Chinn. 
Suggestion and hysteria have played the 
chief parts in the propagation of their 
doctrines ond the recruiting of their 


saps, 

‘tin far from my idea to show that the 
Boxer movement is only a manifestition of 
hysteria ; nervo discase has bean a secondary 
fretur in it, althoan important one, 

Tho patty chiefs, for the most part. sincere, 
have found a rich soil i in Chinese credulity 
und sugyes Jos In al) their 
proclamations thercis somethingot mystery, 
especially for simple minds. The Chineso 
believes the mure as he understands |+as, 
and when ho dues not understand at all his 
faith becomes absvlute. 

‘Tho natural suggestibility of the Chinese 
wag raised to the paroxysmal point this 
last year. The whole Middlo Kingdom was 
ina state of tense anxiety like that which 
the advent of the yoar 1000 must havo pro- 
duced in Europe. Tho year 1900 was to 
have an-intercalary month ; this was grave 
omen, as had been’ proved by experience. 
. Suggestibility was exaggerated ; 
every one felt ita influence and in turn 
exerted it upon others.’ 

_ The author goes un to recount tha rapid 

aso of the: Boxers, thoir rites their 
initiatians, etc., and sees in cath the 
regular symptoms of hysteria, which would 
account also for their fanatical bravery. 
What is the remedy? | Says M. Matignon : 

‘What suggestion’ has mado it can 
unmake, When the court and the nobility 
show the Boxers no more favor, demonstrate 
that they believe no Jonger in thoir 
Bupetnatural power, aud proclaim that the 
fereigners are not doing injury to the 
country, thy Celestial empire will be 
convinced. ~ But T fear that tho court, and 
especially the highofficials, will not attempt 
to work thus by suggestion for a long time.’ 
—Translation made for, The Literary 
Digest.
